- This is a highly 
individualized program to effect positive behavioral changes in five 
major areas: socialization and emotional', daily living skills, motor - 
development^ language, and cognitive development and perceptual 
abili-rtes. . For an effective educational program teachers of excep- , 
tional children must be dedicated to the belief that all children 
can learn regardless of their level o'f-'^velopment . Each child is 
viewed, accepted, and taught as a uniqu/'^individual and each gain 
whether large or small is worthy of their teaching efforts. \

The second goal is to provide a program of education and involve- 
ment for ••the families of the children. We feel that parents* are 
essential members" of an intervention program and must be included in 
planning and in developing and deliyering neede'd intervention .strate- 
gies for. their child.' Our program places considerable emphasis on 
the role of the parent in influencing the child's Environment and 
adjustments necessary for^the jhandicapped child. Cooperation and 
involvement by parents are crrucial and- nece^ssary to the success of

the children and their parents. We believe that the child should, .
